the University or Pennsylvania. The 
deaths of three students by their o??a 
bands within less than a week iiave 
created a morbid atmosphere that per- 
vades the entire institution. 


While the secret motives that im- 


pelled the three young men to quit 
the world and living are still shroud- 
ed in mystery and the police are striv- 
ing with little effect to tear away the 
veil one fact is certain, the univer- 
sity people, students and faculty alike, 
are fairly paralyzed by tne horror of 
the unprecedented series of university 
tragedies. 


Morbid thought and morbid 
feai 


weigh down the hearts of staid pro- 
fessors and inbtructors and students, 
accustomed to playing 
pranks 
and 


making the most ot school day oppor- 
tunities for fun. 


The questions that are uppermost 


and almost solely in every heart, but 
are abked only in whispers when they 
are asked at all are. 


"What does ti mean? Who will b3 


the next?" 


The police said they had found no 


explanation for the apparent epidemic 
of suicidal mania in the university. 


Addison 
Hartley 
.McCullough, of 


Pittsburgh, Pa., a Whartoa 
school 


student, a young man of good brain 
and body apparently, popular among 
students and faculty, a youth of "great 
expectations," plunged to death in th- 
Belaware river from the Snyder ave 
nue wharf a week ago last Friday 
night. He Is in his grave. 


Rumors of a quarrel witt a sweet 


heart that broke the heart of the 
youth and moved him to seek solace 
in death reached the police^but the\ 
were only rumors and even now no 
person has been found to s-ay they 
are true. 


\Vardwell T. Towneley, of Philadel- 


phia, a student in the architectural 
school, a member and a leader in the 
Mask and Wig Hub, a frateraitv man 
and identified with half a dozen other 
university organizations, shot himsei; 
on the lonely old Darby-Radnor road 
on Thursday morning. 


Towneley's father, Louis J. Towle 


ley, head of the National Casket com- 
pany, said he was positive that nc 
sorrow for the loss of McCullougb 
drove his only son to his death.
